of the gstruggle around Verdun
naturally overshadows Interest In
the contest on the eastern front, but
the Intest dispatches show that hard
fighting !s in progress in the north-
ern sector of the Russian line.

The Russian gun fire becamse in-
tense on the evening of March 18,
More than 650,000 shells, chiefly of
heavy caliber, fell over a small pec-
tion of the front near Postavy. Ger-
man wire entanglements ~gud--the
front line trenches were damaged by
this fire,

At night the Russians attacked in thick
waves, The flrst two waves were mowed
down before they reached the sntangle-
ments, The third plerced the German
position on n front of less than 100 yards
and the assallants were cjocted by &
counter mttack led in person by a remi-
montal commander. At dawn the Rus-
slana made a fourth attack, but It was
smothered in {ts initial stages by Ger-
man artillery,
